WASHINGTON, April 5 
(AP).—Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower has informed President 
Roosevelt that ‘‘a clean-cut 
military surrender’ of the 
Nazis is improbable. 

In a letter to the Chief Ex- 
ecutive, made public by the 
White House today, the su- 
preme Allied commander in 
Europe foresaw extensive 


guerrilla warfare. 

He said he was hopeful of 
launching operations at the proper 
time that “should partially pre- 
vent a guerrilla control of any 
large area, such as the southern 
mountain bastion.” 

On the basis of past perform- 
ances by German armed forces, 
Eisenhower said, it is likely that 
“a V-E day will come about only 
by a proclamation on oty/ part 
rather.than by any definite and 
decisive collapse or surrender of 
. German resistance.” 

Such a proclamation, if it does 
zcome, the White House said, 


probably would be issued by 
Eisenhower himself. 


“The further this 
progresses,” Eisenhower said, “the 
more probable it appears that 
there will never be a clean-cut 
military surrender of the forces 
on the western front. Our experi- 
ence to date is that even when 
formations ag small as a division 
are disrupted, their fragments 
continue to fight until = sur- 
rounded.”

PARIS, April 5 (AP).— 
American Third Army tanks 
drove within 132 miles of Ber- 
lin today while Ninth Army 
troops crossed the Weser Riv- 
er, throwing the Germans back 
toward the Elbe, last large 
river before Berlin. 

The Ninth Army’s Second 
Armored and Thirtieth Infan- 
try divisions crossed the Weser 
in the area of Tundern, south 
of Hameln (Hamelin), which 
is 23 miles from Hannover and 
about 155 miles from Berlin. 
Engineers quickly bridged the 
Weser. 

The Germans were reported re- 


treating in haste toward the Elbe, 


which flows within 50 miles of 
Berlin, and evacuating Hannover 
in the withdrawal. 

The American Fifth Armored 
Division also was up to the Weser 
in the area of Minden and two or 
more British divisions had 
reached the river north of Min- 
den, giving the Allies a frontage 
of 50 miles on the west side of

Five of the nine attacking 
Allied armies captured 29,938 
German soldiers yesterday. More 
than 26,000 were taken by all 
armies on Tuesday, more than 
27,000 on Monday. The total for 
the last 15 days was more than 
300,000. 

The Third Army’s Sixth Ar- 
mored Division (in which there 
are many Missourians) went into 
the lead in the drive on Berlin 
from the west when it captured 
the Thuringian town of Muelhau- 
sen (population, 36,000) and moved 
on eight miles northeast to the 
Schlotheim area; northwest of 
Gotha, 

At Schlotheim, Lt, Gen, George 
S. Patton’s Third Army was 72 
miles from Leipzig, 170 miles from 
Russian lines and within 17 of the 
German supply center of Nord- 
hausen, frequently bombed in re- 
cent days. 

Ten small arms factories were 
captured in Third Army gains 
along a 100-mile front. One column 
reached Muehlberg, seven miles 
southeast of Gotha, in a drive 
toward Czechoslovakia which 
would sever Germany. Cinsider- 
able enemy traffic was seen mov- 
ing toward the Czech border.

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Another Frost Coming: Damage 
Last Night to Be Known in Week 


Another light to heavy frost 
was forecast for tonight in the 
St. Louis vicinity, threatening to 
cause further damage to apple 
trees, and possibly to peach, pear 
and plum trees Paul M. Bernard, 
St. Louis County farm agent, said 
today. 

The exact extent of the damage 
caused by a light to heavy frost 
last night cannot be determined 
for about a week, Bernard anid. 
Farmers with fruit trees will have 
to determine how many blossoms 
and fruit pistils—little spikes that 
remain after fruit blossoms are 
shed—survived the frost and re- 
mained on the trees before an es- 
timate can be made. 

“Farmers have agreed,” Bernard 
said, “that any frost that might 
come tonight will do more damage 
than the one did last night. The 
cumulative effect of two frosts, or 
continued punishment, is always 
greater, 

Temperatures, which dropped 
last night to a low of 31 degrees 
at the weather station at Lambert- 
St. Louis Field and to 33 degrees 


in the city, caused no damage to 
other prospective crops, Bernard 
said. Farmers have been able to 


plant only the hardiest crops be- 
cause of wet ground. 

Meteorologist Harry F. Wahl- 
gren said tonight’s frost will be 
accompanied by low temperatures 
of about 34 degrees in this area. 
Warmer weather, he said, is ex- 
pected Friday and Saturday. 

Scattered snow fell in some sec- 
titons of St. Louis last night. 

Weather reports from other sec- 
tions of the country showed a nar- 
row belt of snow fringing the up- 
per Mississippi Valley and Great 
Lakes region in depths ranging 
from 4 to 12 inches. Temperatures 
ranged from 12 to 20 degrees in 
North and South Dakota and Ne- 
braska to slightly above freezing 
in Indiana. 

The cold extended as far south 
as Texas and New Mexico and 
north to Albany, N. Y., and north- 
ern Michigan. High winds were 
reported in most of the cold area 
and falling trees knocked out 
some telephone lines in Michigan. 
The New England States reported 
normal spring weather.

Eisenhower Orders

PARIS, Aprtl 5 (AP). — Gen, 
Dwight D. Eisenhower =~ has 
ordered an immediate investifa- 
tion into the death of an undis- 
closed number of German prison- 
ers of war in their movement by 
rail in the American zone of oOp- 
erations March 15 and 16. 

An official headquarters state- 
ment today disclosed the deaths, 


ment from the forward area to 
prison camps in the rear, and 
said Eisenhower had informed 
the German high command of the 
incident and of steps taken to 
insure a proper investigation. 

The Swiss Government as the 
protecting power for German in- 
terests has been invited by Eisen- 
hower to designate an official to 
participate in the investigation. 

“The interim report which has 
now been rendered,” the _ state- 
ment said, “indicated the deaths 
were caused by suffocation re- 
sulting from insufficient ventila- 
tion in some of the new American 
type of boxcars used, aggravated 
by the higher temperatures pre- 
vailing at that date. 

“Prior to this a large number 
of prisoners of war had been 
transported in the same type of 
cara without ill effects.” 

The statement said steps had 
been taken to prevent a recur- 
rence and that “proper disciplin- 
ary action will be taken with re- 
spect to those responsible for the 
deaths.”

U.S. CASUALTIES RISE 
20,047 IN A WEEK; 
3579 YANKS KILLED 


2680 of Dead Are on Army 
List—Casualty Total 
Now 892,909. 


WASHINGTON, Aprilgd (AP).— 
Army and Navy casualties since 
the beginning of the war have 
reached 892,909. 

Secretary of War Stimson to- 
day reported Army losses of 798,- 
383 while the Navy listed its casu- 
alties at 94,526. The total repre- 
sented an increase of 20,047, in- 
cluding 3579 killed, since last 
week’s announcement. 

Stimson said the Army casual- 
ties represented individual names 
compiled here through March 27 
and reflected fighting up to the 
early part of March. 

A breakdown on Army casual- 
ties and corresponding figures for 
last week: 

Killed 156,471 and 153,791, an in- 
crease Of 2680; wounded 486,929 
and 473,669; missing, 88,755 and 
86,355; prisoners, 66,228 and 66,228. 

Similar figures for the Navy: 
Killed, 36,649 and 35,750, an in- 
crease of 899; wounded, 42,988 and 
2,302; missing, 10,623 and 10,500; 
prisoners, 4266 and 4267. 

Stimson also estimated Japa- 
nese casualties in the Philippines 
at more than 311,000, including 
187,799 counted dead, against total 
United States casualties of 36,981, 
including 8138 killed. He pointed 
out that the ratio of enemy count- | 
ed killed to the Americans re-| 
ported killed runs 23 to 1.

Armor clashed against 
armor in suburban Laae, Erlaa, 
Rodaun and Inzersdorf, four miles 
from the cénter of the capital. A 
heavy struggle was tn full swing 
in another suburb, Perchtoldsdorf, 
south of the Liesing River, a 
junction vital to the cotenes of 
south Vienna.

LONDON, April 5 (AP).—The 
Japanese Government of Premier 
Gen, Kuniaki Koiso fell today in 
the midst of the empire's grave 
military crisis and Emperor Hiro- 
hito called on Adm, Baron Kan- 
taro Suzuki, 77-year-old president 
of the Privy Council, to form a 


new cabinet, Tokyo broadcasts an- 
nounced, 

Koiso and all his ministers 
stepped down, a communique said, 
“because of the gravity of the 
situation,” a reference to the 
mounting series of disasters dur- 
ing their elght months in office 
which have reached a climax in 
the American invasion of Okina- 
wa, only 325 miles from the home 
islands. 

The communique, broadcast by 
Domei news agency, said “a far 
more powerful administration will 
be formed” and the choice fell on 
Suzuki after the Emperor had 
consulted the elder statesmen of 
the empire. 

Once Opposed Army Clique, 

Suzuki had been in semi-retire- 
ment for eight years prior to his 
appointment as president of the 
Privy Council last Aug. 10. 

In prewar years Suzuki was 
considered one of jJapan’s mod- 
erate statesmen and an opponent 
of the extreme army clique’s ag- 
gressive ventures. He was seri- 
ously wounded in the Tokyo Army

LONDON, April 5 (AP).—The Soviet Government today 
denounced its neutrality pact with Japan, accusing Tokyo 
of helping Germany to war against Russia. 

Foreign Minister Vyacheslav Molotov handed a note to 
the Japanese Ambassador at 3 p. m. 

Russia’s denunciation does not necessarily free it im- 
mediately to join in the war against Japan. If both parties 
stick to the letter of the compact they must maintain neutral- 
ity toward each other until expiration of the treaty, April 


The pact, agreed on April 13, 
1941, provides that it will remain 
in effect for five years and would 
be automatically prolonged for 
five more years if neither Russia 
nor Japan denounced it one year 


before expiration of the first five- 
year term, . 

Further Action Not Clear, 

Whether further action is 
planned by the Soviet Union to 
void all treaty neutrality restric- 
tions was not made clear immedi- 
ately but the denunciation is ex- 
pected to weaken the force of 
the treaty obligation on both sides, 

Russia's action came in the 
midst of a Japanese political and 
military crisis which toppled the 
cabinet of Gen. Kuniaki Koiso. 
Although the resignation of Koiso 
was announced several hours be- 
fore it was disclosed that Moscow 
had denounced the treaty, the pos- 
sibility remained that Tokyo had 
advance information and that the 
two developments were connected. 

There had been speculation on 
whether Russia would denounce 
the treaty before the opening of 
the world security conference at 
San Francisco April 25. 


Text of Announcement. 


Text of the Moscow radio an- 
nouncement follows: 

“At 3 o'clock this afternoon the 
people's Commissar for Foreign 
Affairs of the U. 8. 8. R., Molotov, 
received the Japanese Ambassa- 
dor, Mr. Sato, and in the name of 
the Soviet Government made the 
following statement to him: 

“*The pact of neutrality between 
the Soviet Union and Japan was 
concluded on April 13, 1941—that 
is, before the attack by Germany 
on tre U., S. S. R. and before the 
outbreak of war between Japan 
on the one hand and Great Britain 
and the United States of America 
on the other. 

“ ‘Since that time the situation 
has radically changed. Germany 
attacked the U. 8: S. R. and Japan 
—Germany’s ally—helped the lat- 
ter in her war against the 
U. 8. 3. R. 


“Pact Has Lost Meaning.” 


“In addition Japan is fighting 
against the U. S. A. and Great 
Britain, which are the allies of 
the Soviet Union. In such a situ- 
ation the pact of neutrality be- 
tween Japan and the U. 8 R, 
has lost its meaning and the con- 
tinuance of this pact has become 
impossible. 

“On the strength of the afore- 
said and in accordance with Arti- 
cle 3 of the pact mentioned, which 
envisages the right of denuncia- 
tion one*year before the expira- 
tion of the five-year period of 
validity -of the pact, the Soviet 
Government by the present state- 
ment announces to the Japanese 
Government its desire to denounce 
the pact of April 13, 1941.’ 

“The Japanese Ambassador, Mr, 
Sato, promised to bring the decla- 
ration of the Soviet Government 
to the attention of the Japanese 
Government.” 

Stalin’s Words Recalled. 

There was no indication in the 
Moscow announcement of Russia’s 
intentions in future relations with 
Japan. However, Premier Stalin

WASHINGTON, April 5 (AP).— 
Russia’s denunciation of its neu- 
trality treaty with Japan is con- 
sidered one of the final steps pre- 
ceding Soviet entry into the Pa- 
cific war. 

The United States, according to 
State Department officials, was 
not formally notified of the Mos- 
cow action in advance. But in 
some informal manner the Rus- 
sian action was foreshadowed in 
a general awareness that denun- 
ciation would be founded on the 
conclusion that Japan, at war 
against Russia’s allies and on the 
side of its enemies, no longer could 
be considered a neutral. 

Whether further steps were 
planned by Russia to void all 
treaty neutrality restrictions was 
not immediately clear in view 
of the Soviet note’s declaration 
that the treaty was meaningless. 

Previously it was understood 
that the denunciation would not 
take effect until a year after it 
was made, 

Chairman Thomas (Dem.), Utah, 
of the Senate Military Committee 
told a reporter “this certainly 
‘must mean the eventual entry of 
Russia into the war with Japan.”

LONDON, April 5 (AP).—More 
than 1200 Fortresses and Libera- 
tors attacked two large ordnance 
depots, rafl targets and airfields 
in the Munich and Nuernberg 
areas of southern Germany today. 

The two ordnance depots were 
at Ingolstadt, 40 miles northeast 
of Munich, and Grafenwohr, 40 
miles northeast of Nuernberg. : 

Rail targets at Nuernberg, at 
Bayreuth, 40 miles northeast of 
Nuernberg, and Plauen, near the 
Czecho-Slovak border, also were 
attacked and an airfield at Unter- 
achlauderabach, juat southwest of 
Nuernberg, was hit. 

The heavy bombers were ac- 
companied by 600 Mustangs and 
Thunderbolta, 

The attacks followed the big- 
gest night raids in more than «a 
month by more than 1000 R. A. F. 
bombers striking in four waves. 

Mosquitoes hit Berlin with two- 
ton bombs for the forty-eighth 
time in 44 nights and strong 
forces of Lancasters and Hali- 
faxes bombed three of Germany’s 
most important synthetic oil , 
plants and refineries near Leip- 
zig and Hamburg. 

The Air Ministry said incessant 
raids already had reduced the 
enemy’s output of gasoline to 
10 per cent of the total of a year 
ago and the output of all oil 
products to about 18 per cent, 

Last night’s targets were the 
Lutzkendorf and Leuna plants at 
Merseberg, 15 miles west of Leip- 
and the Rhenania refinery 
at Harburg, just across the river 
from Hamburg. 


In all operations yesterday and 
last night the R. A. F. and 
United States Eighth Air Force 
sent more than 3250 bombers over 
Germany. Total Allied losses, in- 
cluding tactical aircraft, were 27 
heavy bombers, three medium 
bombers and 18 fighters. 

The Eig Air Force lost eight 
heavy bombers and four fighters. 
Some of its groups were attacked 
by jet-propelled Messerschmitt- 
262s in packs of four to eight 
planes each, 

Altogether yesterday 70 Ger- 
man aircraft were destroyed by 
Allied fighters—37 in the air and

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GOV. SHARPE FOR 
MVA UT WOULD i 
LIMIT AUTHORITY} 


Doesn't ‘Think It Should 
Engage in Private Busi- 
ness — Puts Power in 
Public Category.

OMAHA, Neb., April 5.—Gov. 
M. Q. Sharpe of South Dakota, 
chairman of the Missouri River 
States Governors’ Committee, 
went a long way toward indorsing 
a Missouri Valley Authority in an 
interview here today with the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent. 

He said he recognized the need 
of a central authority for admin- 
istration of the Missouri River 
basin development program, and 
had no objection to calling it a 
Missouri Valley Authority. It was 
his view, however, that an MVA, 
if established, should be limited 
in its powers to the main func- 


tions of flood control, irrigation, 
power development and naviga- 
tion, and such activities as are 
directly related to these functions. 
He opposes giving an MVA broad 
powers to engage in a great va- 
riety of private business enter- 
prises. 


The generation and distribution 
of hydroelectric power, however, 
he regards as public business 
rather than private business. He 
thinks the time has come when 
the electric power business be- 
longs in the public category and 
that private enterprise has no 
better claim on it than on the 
construction and operation of 
highways. 

Gov. Sharpe, a Kepublican, is 
here for a meeting of the Missouri 
River Statez Governors’ Commit- 
tee at which the position of the 
Governors on the pending Mur- 
ray-Cochran MVA bill will be dis- 
cussed, 


Gov. Sharpe said he did not 
fully approve of all the provisions 
of the Murray-Cochran bill, but 
he was not certain he was ready 
to go out against it. 


His view, he said, coincides 
rather closely with that expressed 
in a resolution adopted by the Ne- 
braska unicameral Legislature. 
One section of that resolution 
reads: 


“That while it may be necessary 
to create some permanent admin- 
istrative co-ordinating agency to 
regulate the use of the water re- 
sources when development has 
been further advanced along the 
Missouri River and there is no ob- 
jection to calling it a Missouri 
Valley Authority, we object, how- 
ever, to granting to such admin- 
istrative agency unchecked au- 
thority to engage in private busi- 
ness, operate farms, remove hun- 
dreds of thousands of acres of 
land from the tax rolls, take over 
the administration of education 
and of local and state laws, and 
in general to do the economic 
planning for the entire area.” 


He construed this as conditional 
indorsement of an MVA and said 
that he agreed with it. 

In earlier statements Gov. 
Sharpe has said that he favored 
some sort of interstate body to 
exercise co-ordinating authority 
over the Missouri Valley projects. 
This is the first time he has pub- 
licly said a Federal agency of that 
type would be acceptable to him, 


. Meanwhile, the opponents of an 
_ MVA, suddenly showing extraordi- 
mary activity, are congregating in 
Omaha in force. Three organiza- 
tions fighting an MVA have called 
a meeting here for tomorrow to 
decide on a program for making 
their opposition known at Senate 
commitee hearings scheduled to 
start April 16 on the Murray bill. 

These organizations are the 
Mississippi Valley Association, 
with headquarters in St. Louis, 
the National Reclamation Associa- 
tion, with headquarters in Wash- 
ington, and the newly formed Mis- 
souri Valley Development Associa- 
tion, which has opened a regional 
office at Lincoln, Neb. 


All three organizations have 
sent telegrams to the governors 
participating in the Missouri 
River States Governors’ Commit- 
tee inviting them to attend the 
anti-MVA meeting tomorrow at 
the same hotel where the gover- 
nors are meeting today. There is 
some doubt today whether any of 
the governors will accept.

Louis district exchange area, the 
Kansas City district exchange 
area, on Joplin, and other local 
exchange property other than St.

“It appears,” the petition said, 
“that the commission’s conclusions

WASHINGTON, April 5 (AP).—

(HE’S NOT SO HOT) 


Solid Fuels Administrator Ickes 
said today he hoped to receive 
‘soon an order for government 
seizure of soft coal mines. 

Terming the coal. situation 
“worse than unfortunate,” Ickes 
said at his press conference that 
13 blast furnaces of the United 
States Steel Corporation have shut 
down and that 20 more will be 
down by tomorrow noon, 

“We are, headed toward a seri- 


ous interruption in the produc- 
tion of steel,” he said. 

He added that “I don’t think we 
ought to wait at all before taking 
over the mines.” 

“Tt need the authority, however,” 
he said.

NEW YORK, April 5 (AP). — 
Joseph S. Fay and James Bove, 
AFL labor leaders convicted of 
conspiracy and extortion, were 
sentenced in State Supreme Court 
today to prison terms of eight and 
a half to 16 years each. 

The two men were found guilty 
by a special jury March 15 of 
charges of extorting $62,000 and 
conspiracy to extort an additional 
$280,000 from contractors on the 
huge New York City Delaware 
aqueduct project. 

They have been confined to the 
Tombs Prison since then.

Plane of Brig. Gen. Braun 
Shot Down Between 
Lines March 17. 


WITH THE FIFTH ARMY IN 
ITALY, March 19 (Delayed by 
Censor) (AP).—Brig. Gen, Gustav 
J. Braun, assistant division com- 
mander of the veteran Thirty- 
fourth Infantry Division, has been 


missing in action since being shot 
down in a small observation plane 
over the mountainous no-man’s- 
land south of Bologna March 17. 
He was on an inspection flight. 

The veteran of 35 years in 
the Army and his pilot were fly- 
ing at about 400-foot altitude 
when doughboys ir. the foxholes 
saw enemy antiaircraft guns open 
up. Suddenly the two-seated plane 
headed downward between the 
lines and some saw smoke pouring 
out.

Issued Circuit Court Decree! 


Ousting Nick From Control 
of Movie Operators’ Union. 


Circuit Judge Ernest F. Oakley, 
who had served on the bench since 
1937, died yesterday of heart dis- 
ease in St. Anthony's Hospital, 
after three weeks’ illness. He 
lived at 5511 South Grand boule- 
vard, and would have been 57 
years old today. 

The time and place of the fu- 
Meral will be announced later. 
Judge Oakley’s desth creates a 
Vacancy on the Circuit Court 
bench which will be filled, under 
the nonpartisan court provisions 
of the new Constitution, by Gov. 
Phil M. Donnelly, selecting one of 
three names to be presented by 
the Bar Committee of the Eighth 
Judicial Circuit. 

Judge Oakley {in March, 1940, 
issued a decree ousting John P. 
Nick from control of Local 143, 
Motion Picture Operators’ Union, 
and canceling the membership of 
more than 50 men holding cards 
issued by Nick and Clyde A. Wes- 
ton. Nick and his associates 
Were permanently enjoined from 
interfering with the local. 

Within a few days of Judge 
Oakley's decision in the civil suit 
against Nick and Weston, Nick 
and State Representative Edward 
M. .Putty Nose) Brady were 
freed of a criminal charge of ex- 
tortion by a ruling of Judge 
Thomas J. Rowe, since deceased. 
This conjunction of circumstances 
caused two Post-Dispatch edito- 
rials and a cartoon, on which 
Judge Rowe based a charge of 
contempt of court against Ralph 
Coghlan, editor of the Post-Dis- 
patch editorial page, and D. R. 
Fitzpatrick, cartoonist. 

After hearing legal arguments, 
Judge Rowe imposed sentences of 
20 days in jail and $200 fine, and 
10 days and $100 fine, on Coghlan 
and Fitzpatrick respectively; and 
entered a $2000 fine against the 
Pulitzer Publishing Co., publishers 
of the Post-Dispatch, which was 
also a defendant in the _ case. 
These sentences were all. set 
aside by a unanimous decision of 
the State Supreme Court in June, 
1941. 5

ting in the criminal division of 
Circuit Court, directed a grand 
jury inquiry into irregularfties in 
the management of the public

Shipping licenses, ex- 
port-import licenses and priorities 
were subject to tight controls, 


It was made almost impossible 
for Argentina to buy industrial 
goods or strategic materials from 
this country. 

The new policy is to put Argen- |~ 
tina on an equa! footing with the 
rest of Latin America when it 
asks to buy something here. The 
sole test henceforth, it is said, 
will be whether the desired goods 
are available in sufficient quanti- 
ties and whether transportation 
can be spared. 

Recognition is expected in a few 
days, and though the American 
countries are planning to act in- 
dividually, it appears that normal 
relations with Argentina will be 
established throughout the conti- 
nent quickly.

A detailed proposal for expan- 
sion of the St. Louls postwar pub- 
lic works program from $63,385,- 
000 to $137,685,000, dependent on 
obtaining $74,300,000 in Federal 
funds for the additional amount, 
was presented to 2 subcommittee 
of the House of Representatives 
at a hearing in Chicago yesterday 
by President Milton M. Kinsey of 
the Board of Public Servite. 

The program would supplement 
the various items of the original 
plans, which were provided for by 
the city bond issue voted last 
August and by miscellaneous city 
funds. It involves a wide variety 
of construction of public facilities, 
which would furnish considérawle 
employment. 

The $74,300,000 addition is di- 
vided into main categories as fol- 
lows:. Hospitals and institutions,

With less than two weeks in 
which to work before they leave 
for San Francisco, delegation 
members intend to tackle most of 
the controversial questions that 
have arisen in connection with the 
conference. 

They probably will attempt to 
reach an American position on the 
email nations’ complaints, as set 
forth in a memorandum from the 
Netherlands Government. Also be- 
fore them will be questions raised 
by the Russian Government, al- 
though their stand on the Soviet 
proposal for multiple voting ap- 
parently was foreclosed by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s promise of sup- 
port at Yalta. 

Vandenberg told a reporter he 
felt the delegation was “morally 
bound” by the President to back 
the Soviet request, if it is made, 
although the Senator publicly has 
condemned multiple voting for 
any country.

It is the simple regularity of 
his life which enables Bradley to 
carry on without temper, strain 
or other signs of fatigue, a burden 
of work that would break the back 
even of one of his own native éfis- 
souri’s mules. He is an early riser 
—pets up at 6:45 a. m, almost 
without fail—and he usually is in 
bed by 11 p. m. About the only 
exception is when Gen. Dwight D., 
EKisenhower drops in for a visit. 

“When he and Gen. Ike get to- 
gether bedtime is anything from 
2 a. m. on,” said Hansen. “The 
two generals mull over old days 
in Tunisia and Sicily and talk out 
campaigns ahead.” 

Bradley rarely gets to indulge 
now in what once was his great- 
est delight—to visit division com- 
manders and frontline troops daily 
to work out together problems in 
tactics.

Separate School Board Election

I would certainly find some method 
of doing away with the petitions neces- 
sary to get a person’s name on the 
ballot, because too often this petition 
is handled by politicians, to whom the 
candidate becomes obligated.

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For a Minimum Wage Law 


Missouri should, we believe, establish a floor 
below which the wages of its employed citizens 
cannot fall. 

The proposed 40 cents an hour seems not at 
all too great. That is $16 a week, little enough 
in a society which believes the laborer worth 
his maintenance. 
less than 40 cents. A survey made late in 1943 
found 44 per cent of St. Louis hotel employes 
below 30 cents. Chambermaids averaged ‘27 
cents; elevator operators went as low as 17, as 
did bus boys in restaurants. Some retail sales- 
people are below the 40-cent mark. Several un- 
skilled jobs in laundries average around 30 cents. 

Such wages are in shocking contrast with what 
most of us are getting. They are also in strange 
contrast with the Federal minimum wage. Un- 
skilled Missouri workers producing for interstate 
commerce or the Government begin at 40 cents. 
Others, on equal or identical duties but working 
for Missourians, get far less. With due respect 
for states’ rights, do we care to use our rights 
thus? 

Missouri should have a minimum-wage law for 
the same reason that we have the Federal law. 
Collective bargaining provides at least a living 
compensation for the majority of workers who 
can organize effectively to sell their skill or 
scarcity. But, as is amply demonstrated—as Mis- 
souri’s unfortunate 67,000 now demonstrate— 
bargaining cannot procure a bare living for a 
scattered minority with little skill and little 
chance to organize. Therefore the Federal law 
—and therefore 26 states, including Illinois, and 

several territories, have minimum-wage laws. The 
burden of proof is on Missouri. 

Of course, it would cost something to raise 
67,000 workers to 40 cents. If their average 
wage is now 30 cents, it would cost $13,400,000 a 


. year. Compared with Missouri's total income and 


volume of trade, that is not a great sum. Per- 
haps it would require small price adjustments in 
a few minor industries. It might mean a few 
slight reductions of profits—but, as we said in 
support of the Federal law in 1938, “can a profit 
be deemed fair which is dependent on the pay- 
ment of a starvation wage?” Or can a price? 

It is perfectly clear, moreover, that the more 
fortunate majority among us would profit by far 
more than the increased cost—a view which is 
shared by such diverse interests as the League of 
Women Voters and the labor unions. The in- 
creased wages would be promptly spent in Mis- 
souri, contributing to the wages and profits of 
everyone who ministered to that increased de- 
mand. 

There is another very compelling motive of 
self-interest. Because we will not let people 
starve or die for want of medical care and be- 
cause society must protect itself from ignorance, 
crime and disease, we have set up an elaborate 
system of private and public charity and public 
service for those whose earnings do not support 
them. Is it not more satisfactory that as much 
of the load as possible be laid squarely where 
it belongs, on the substandard-wage industries? 

Certainly it is more honorable, more likely to 
engender good citizenship at the low-income end 
of society. And it is less costly, for a worker 
supporting himself out of his own pocket is free 
of the overhead expense that besets organized 
charity and service. 

In the face of so overwhelming a case, it was 
not a very pretty thing that was done to the:Fal- 
zone bill. First it was wrongfully referred to 
the Senate Criminal Jurisprudence Committee; 
thereby it was marked for the same kind of 
death that took a similar bill several years ago. 

The original wrong was shamefully compound- 
ed when the committee solemnly heard the pro- 
ponents through and then killed the bill without 
pretense of hearing the opposition. Apparently 
every committee member but Senator Falzone 
had heard and heeded the opponents in private. 
The reluctance to argue publicly for starvation 
wages is not surprising. 

Action at the present session is now barred 
unless the House of Representatives first passes 
a bill and the Senate concurs. We hope that 
will happen, for the reform is overdue and the 
need, in this year of high living costs, is more 
acute than ever before. Soon or late, we are 
confident that a Missouri Legislature will heed 
conscience and reasoned self-interest. Until it 
happens, we cannot claim very bright marks in 
either social justice or community good sense.

San Francisco chefs are worried. They fear 
that poor food would leave United Nations Con- 
ference delegates with vile tempers. As the New 
York Times observes, the conference should not 
be a diplomatic success and a gastronomic flop. 
But the restaurateurs are puzzled as to how to 
get red points enough to fill their casseroles, 
What they probably ought to do is to invite 
each delegate to bring his favorite food. This 
would make the conference a picnic.

The Auto License Frauds 


Whatever may come out of the current audit 
into the automobile license frauds in St. Louis, 
it is already clear that the public business has 
been wretchedly conducted in two respects. 

First, the license system is sloppy. Its sloppi- 
ness is revealed again in the announcement that 
the sales records of individual clerks have been 
destroyed through 1944, leaving Secretary of 
State Wilson Bell in the position of weakly can- 
vassing owners to see whether they remember 
who sold them their plates. The individual rec- 
ords could be safely destroyed if the license 
offices followed the businesslike practice of 
having separate clerks to make out the papers 
But un- 
der the present system, there is nothing to keep 
the individual employe straight but native hon- 
esty or fear of finally getting caught. 

The other weakness—and a general weakness 
of Missouri State Government—is that people 
with shady histories can get into public employ- 
ment. The Post-Dispatch dug out the fact that 
10 employes in the St. Louis license office had 
police records; at least one was an ex-convicf. 

Because of his short tenure as Secretary of 
State, Mr. Bell cannot so far be held to blame 
for the system he inherited. But he has four 
jobs to do with all diligence. The first is to 
find out which employes are guilty. The sec- 
ond is to recover on their bonds. Third, since 
organized civil service is still to come, he (and 
every other department head) needs to set up 
some effective investigation into the qualifica- 
tions of present and future employes, Fourth, 
there could. be no excuse for not immediately 
installing a businesslike, self-protecting system 
for handling the papers and the money.

Donnell’s Amazing Feat 

Delivering his maiden speech as a United 
States Senator, Forrest C. Donnell has achieved 
the remarkable feat of coming out in opposition 
to the President of. the United States, the Sec- 
retary of War, the Secretary of the Navy, the 
Army Chief of Staff and the Chief of Naval 
Operations. 

The subject on which Missouri’s new Senator 
puts his judgment above that of the nation’s 
civilian and military leaders is that of com- 
pulsory manpower controls. The fact that most 
of the Senate, shortly after he spoke, voted to 
follow the Donnell philosophy, and thereby wrote 
a virtual finish to the hope of such legislation, 
doesn’t alter the startling character of his 
initial performance. 

Its spectacular nature was heightened by the 
further Donnell statement that he gave more 
weight to the opinions of the President of the 
National Association of Manufacturers and of 
labor leaders than he gave to those of Roosevelt, 
Stimson, Forrestal, Marshall, King, etc. The 
NAM and labor, of course, have their own special 
reasons for opposing this legislation. It is indeed 
remarkable to find a Senator of such unabashed 
candor as to admit he puts their views ahead of 
those advanced by our war leaders. In fact, 
it’s terrific. 
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Baruch in a London Park 

Bernard Baruch, in London on a special mis- 
sion for the President, spent yesterday morning 
talking with some soldiers on a bench in Hyde 
Park. In the afternoon, when Prime Minister 
Churchill telephoned, Mr. Baruch was ‘“‘too busy” 
to see him. What made him too busy was a 
session with a Stars and Stripes soldier re- 
porter, 

This proves that the 75-year-old ‘Dr. Facts,” 
as Woodrow Wilson used to call him, retains a 
sense of proper values. A bench in Lafayette 
Park is his favorite office when in Washington; 
why alter his business methods in London? 

It’s early spring there now. The grass in 
Hyde Park is turning green, and soldiers of all 
Allied nations, enjoying their leaves, are stroll- 
ing about; the luckier ones with. Wacs or Wrens, 
Waves or Ats on their arms. This delightful 
scenery is in addition to Hyde Park's fixtures: 
orators spouting uninterruptedly, strutting 
pigeons, nursemaids with perambulators, walrus- 
moustached bobbies. The sky is blue, the air 
is fresh, while No. 10 Downing street is pretty 
well fogged up by Churchill’s big cigars. 

Mr. Baruch will call there in a day or so, but 
meanwhile, he wants to hear what the GIs are 
getting off their chests. And that isn't a bad 
way for even an elder statesman to find out 
some fundamentals before he settles down to the 
intricate business of helping remake the world 
for whose preservation those lads have been 
fighting. 
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Delay Philippine Independence? 

In their proposals that Philippine independ- 
ence be delayed until the worst of the war’s dam- 
age is taken @are of, Senator McKellar and Sec- 
retary Ickes are right in aim but wrong in meth- 
od. Congress can come to the relief of an in- 
dependent nation as readily as to colonial de- 
pendencies, and has rather recently done so via 
UNRRA. _ If the Secretary and the Senator as- 
sume we would be less generous to the inde- 
pendent Philippines, surely they are misjudging 
the temper of most Americans. 

It is entirely possible, of course, that the sug- 
gestion is welcome to the Philippine Govern- 
ment. Not only is there the rehabilitation ques- 
tion. There is also military security. Above all, 
the Philippine Government has long been torn 
between political independence and. economic 
advantage. If the full weight of our tariffs is 
the price, liberty would be won at the cost of a 
sharp decline in what has become the highest 
standard of living anywhere in the Orient. 

If delay is wanted, however, the suggestion 
should come from Manila, with no inspiration 
from any American, Otherwise the world’s most 
shining example of colonial idealism will fall in 
jeopardy.

Polish boundary background explained by banker who took part 
in 1919 Paris discussions; Russia’s need for frontier defense can- 
not be questioned; mindful of our insistence on Monroe Doctrine, 
we must be tolerant of our allies’ efforts to safeguard their future. 


From a Letter by Thomas W. Lamont, Chairman of J. P. Morgan & Co., 
to the New York Times 


Of all the momentous decisions made at 
the Crimean Conference, that concerning 
Poland seems to have aroused the most 
question. This country, lying at the cross- 
roads between Western and Eastern Eu- 
rope and thrice partitioned by its three 
powerful neighbors, had no separate na- 
tional existence from 1795 until 1919. 


Then the Allies set up the new Polish 
State, taking care, in accord with both 
the American and British ethnological ex- 
perts, to leave indefinite any boundaries 
east of the Curzon Line. 


Poles Helped Isolate Russia 


In 1918 Soviet Russia had, under unre- 
lenting German duress, signed the humili- 
ating peace of Brest-Litovsk, thereby los- 
ing great slices of Russian territory. Then 
she suffered grievously from the support 
her late allies gave to counter-revolution- 
ary forces. 


The Poles, noting this weakness, were 
able by force of arms in 1920, although 
against the urgent counsel of the Allies, to 
move into the region east of the Curzon 
Line, and in the Treaty of Riga in 1921 
the Soviets finally conceded this territory. 


Not a democracy, Poland’s great land- 
lords, who dominated the country, feared 
the East rather than the West. The pact 
of 1934 with Germany assured Hitler that 
his task of isolating Russia from France 
and England would be accomplished, 

In the light of later events, it seems like- 
ly that Russia’s primary motive in divid- 
ing Poland with Germany in 1939 was to 
gain time and more room for defense; for 
Marshal Stalin knew his real enemy to be 
Germany, After the fall of France, Stalin 
is quoted by Walter Duranty as saying: 
“Unless Hitler can cross the English Chan- 
nel, his war in the West is not won, and 
he will be forced to reverse his direction 
and strike at us,’ 


Principle of Frontier Defense 


Thus it all becomes clearer why Russia 
has come back to her old principle of 
frontier defense, dating back to the time 
of Peter the Great. Having twice within 
30 years suffered from. Germany the most 
sweeping devastation and appalling loss 
of life, the people of Russia do not intend 
to be caught again in the same way. 

It is well, too, for us who are far from 
sympathetic to the Russian economic ideas 
to remember that the Russians have fought 


World Wars I and II at fearful sacrifice, 
and have made a stupendous contribution 
to the saving of Western civilization. For 
our own ‘interests we must not let the 
Russophobes lead us up dangerous by-paths 
of distrust of our Russian ally. 


It is quite impossible for anyone to say 
that either Russia or Poland has been all 
right or all wrong. The Poles are a gallant 
people. Nature did not design*them to be- 
come the satellites of any other nation. 


President Roosevelt has stated “that this 
agreement on Poland, under the circum- 
stances, is the most hopeful agreement pos- 
sible for a free, independent and prosper- 
ous Polish state.” 


The new plan for Poland, with its pro- 
visions for democratic procedure, has the 
advantage that two of the three members 
of the Commission to set it up are our 
own capable Ambassador, Averell Harri- 
man, and the experienced British Ambagssa- 
dor, Sir Archibald Clark-Kerr, Perhaps our 
American critics will give them a chance 
to work things out, realizing meantime 
that in all these matters Russiajs and 
Britain’s activities come down to the same 
point—the necessity that our allies have 
been under of being forehanded against a 
third attempt at world domination by a 
fresh Germany, 


We Need an Understanding Heart 


Russia may have been far too peremptory 
in her decision about the Polish boundary. 
Yet if we thought the approaches to the 
Panama Canal were threatened, we should 
take, whatever prompt action we thought 
essential. We are, and not unnaturally, 
most intolerant of anybody butting into 
what we feel are our affairs, 


Suppose we remind ourselves again that 
America has her Monroe Doctrine and her 
Good Neighbor Policy toward the score 
of nations from the Rio Grande south to 
the tip of Tierra del Fuego. We can hard- 
ly complain if Russia and Britain desire 
to be surrounded by friendly neighbors so 
as to prevent a possible new Germany from 
having readier means of access and attack. 


We must be tolerant of the desperate at- 
tempts being made by our allies to meet 
their most pressing difficulties that chance 
not to be so immediate to America. 


We, like Solomon, should ask from the 
Lord neither riches, power nor long life, 
but for an understanding heart that we 
may deal wisely with the vast problems 
of our generation today. 


A Share of the Credit for Gen. Marshall

War Correspondent Leland Stowe fittingly 
pointed out in a recent dispatch “how much 
Americans owe to the discriminating judg- 
ment of Gen. George C. Marshall.” 

This war writer, in reporting from prin- 
cipal war theaters since the war began, 
has at times been severely critical of con- 
ditions attributable to Allied inefficiencies. 
There is a premium on praise from him. 

Writing from New York, after return- 
ing from Belgium and Italy, Stowe glow- 
ingly states his “collective impression” is 
that, from Gen. Eisenhower down, our 
commanding Army and Air Force generals 


in Europe “inspire confidence.” ,.. “Our 
higher command in Europe has been ex- 
pertly picked and weeded out until now an 
exceedingly able team has been created.” 

“More than any- 
one else,” as Stowe says, “Gen, Marshall 
picked these commanders to do the job.” 

The glory of winning battles probably 
assures the field commanders of the most 
lasting fame. ‘While not attempting to 
quarrel with that natural result, we be- 
speak, now that the war in Europe is vir- 
tually won, Gen. Marshall’s sound claims 
for a liberal share of the credit, 


Book About the Doctor’s Job 
Abounds in Painless Education 


“The Doctor’s Job,”” by Carl Binger, M. D. 
Norton & Co., New York.) 


Whatever else books may be, some of 
them are solidly and reliably informative 
to the man in the street. An example is 
Amram Scheinfeld’s “You and Heredity.” 
Others are entertainingly, yet none the less 
authoritatively, instructive, as is John 
Hodgdon Bradley's “Patterns of Survival: 
An Anatomy of Life.” Still others are 
charmingly and painlessly educational (as- 
suming that sound educational processes 
can ever be wholly painless). In the 
last category falls “The Doctor’s Job.” 

The volume, a small handy book, is a 
pot-pourri embracing many phases of the 
interrelationships of medicine to the think- 
ing, actions and well-being of mankind. 
Indeed, the selection of topics is so diverse 
as to suggest the possibility of creating a 
bit of confusion in the mind of the reader 
who attempts to co-ordinate them. 

These topics include medical history and 
significance of the specialties, medical fees 
and medical etiquette, -psychiatry, psycho- 
analysis and psychosomatic medicine, high 
blood pressure and chronic disease, signifi- 
cance of socialized medicine and a preview 
of the future. 
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All these beads of wisdom are strung on 
a central string of thought, which may be 
said to serve as the thesis of the book. It 
finds expression in the last three lines of 
the volume: “Like other men, we (physi- 
cians) have to struggle for our living 
and do battle for our professional stand- 
ards and for scientific truth. These we 
fight for gladly. It is indeed a poor heart 
that never rejoices.” 

Although it is true that Dr. Binger says 
nothing that is totally new to the average, 
intelligently alert individual, lay or medi- 
cal, yet what he says is expressed grace- 
fully; indeed, in such pleasing atyle that 
one wonders how such colloquialismsa (not 
to say barbarisms) as “kidded out of it” 
(page 61), “cockeyed ideal” (page 58) and 
“hunch” (page 151) were allowed to pop 
up out of the subconsciousness of an 
author who knows so much about control 
of this twilight entity.

A Report on Negroes in the Army 


“A Rising Wind,” by Walter White. (Deuble- 
day, Doran & Co., Garden City, N. Y.) 


There is a depressing debit side and a 
heartening credit side in the record of the 
Negro soldier’s position in our armies over- 
seas. The books are audited in a frank 
yet temperate account of observations . 
abroad by Walter White, executive secre- 
tary of the National Associatien for the 
Advancement of Colored People and a 
leader for inter-racial co-operation. 

Mr. White visited troops of both races in 
training, in camp and near the front lines 
in a trip to Europe and North Africa a few 
months before the invasion of France. He 
“ound many Negro soldiers distressed and 
low in morale because of discrimination, 
assignment to menial tasks and the spread 
of racial prejudice into regions where it 
had not previously been known. Yet, in 
combat units, he found Negro and white 
soldiers co-operating successfully, both on 
and off duty. Prejudice was least near the 
firing lines, he reports, and high officers, 
particularly Gen, Eisenhower, have made 
sincere efforts to estabish racial unity. 

Mr, White places hope for the future in 
white soldiers who have overcome their 
prejudice by learning that the color line 
is a meaningless taboo in the ordeal of war. 
He points out, however, that there is still 
a big job ahead for democracy in the Army, 


at home and in the werld’s colonial areas.

WASHINGTON, April 5 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt called on the 
American people today to observe 
May 22 as national maritime day.

ation, is identical with Soviet-

sis of the future international or- 
ganization, which provides for the 
taking of measures ‘for the pre- 
vention and removal of threats to 
peace and the suppression of acts 
of aggression or other breaches 
of the peace?’ Is this not the pur- 
pose of all the three above-men- 
tioned treaties?” 

“Sf the Soviet Union, France, 
Britain and Czechoslovakia as- 
sume in advance a special obli- 
gation to combat German aggres- 
sion irrespective of the decisions 
of the international organization,” 
it continued, “this can only be re- 
garded as a special form of pro- 
motion of the organization's aims. 

“The operation of the treaties 
by no means precludes the partici- 
pation of other members of the 
new organization in the suppres- 
sion of German aggression should 
they desire it, or should it be the 
decision of the organization. But 
the parties to the bilateral trea- 
ties, as it were, voluntarily obli- 
gate themselves to strike the first 
blow at a new act of German ag- 
gression.”

An estate valued at $301,115 was 
left by Boyle O. Rodes, Mayor of 
Ladue, who died Feb. 21, accard- 
ing to an inventory filed yesterday 
in Probate Court at Clayton.

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RURAL CONTROL 
OF HIGHWAY BOARD 
S SOUGHT IN BILL 


Passage Could Deprive 
Cities of Share in Road 
Funds, Cause Sectional 
Logrolling. 


By CURTIS A. BETTS

the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, April 5.— 
There is a covert rural attempt

to prevent St. 
and other municipalities 
profiting from the provision in the 
new Constitution authorizing ex- 
penditure of State highway funds 
within cities, in a bill pending be- 
fore the Senate Roads and High- 
ways Committee. 

Passage of the bill, in addition 
to depriving the cities of partici- 
pation in highway funds, would 
break down the broad statewide 


policy of the State Highway Com- 
mission through its 25 years of 
successful administration and sub- 
stitute a sectional logrolling game 
of strategy. 

10 Regional Members. 

The bill, introduced by Senator 
William M. Quinn of Maywood, 
Chairman J. E. Curry of the Roads 
Committee, Majority Floor Leader 
H. R. Williams and Senator Jess 
D. Sexton, proposes to abolish the 
present commission of four mem- 
bers and create a commission of 
10, the members to be appointed 
from 10 districts, the boundaries 
of which are described. 

Under this plan it would be im- 
possible for either St. Louis or 
Kansas City to have more than 
one member on the commission, 
and there would be eight rural 
members at all times. It is not 
even certain that, under the bill, 
either of the cities would have any 
representation. 

Coming at this time, the meas- 
ure is a real threat to the cities, 
from which is collected more than 
half the money which constitutes 
the state highway construction 
fund. Under the road amendment 
to the old constitution, adopted in 
1920, there was a_ prohibition 
against the expenditure of road 
funds within any city of more 
than 2500 population. This was 
changed by the new constitution 
to permit such expenditures at the 
discretion of the commission. 

Cities Probably Would Suffer. 

If there should be a commission 
of 10, with the members chosen 
solely on a sectional basis, it is 
probable that the commission dis- 


cretion never would be exercised 
in favor of the cities. 

As a result of the policy of ig- 
noring sectional demands and 
viewing road building as a state- 
wide problem, *Missouri has ac- 
quired one of the most extensive 
systems in the country, the total 
mileage now exceeding 15,000. 

With a commission of 10, each 
appointed as a representative of a 
specific district, the almost cer- 


tain result would be for combina- |_ 


tiens to develop with logrolling 
agreements for splitting up the 
funds to meet the purely local and 
sectional desires, in utter disre- 
gard of the needs of the State as 
a whole. 
Could Wreck System. 
Passage of the bill could wreck 
the highly satisfactory highway 
system and could mean dissipa- 
tion of the highway funds. 
It is the expectation that the 
vote in the committee will be 


close, but, with the St. Louis mem- 
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bers alert to the dangers of the 
bill, the chances for killing it in 
committee are favorable. Of the 


12 committee members five are 
from St. Louis and St. Louis Coun 
ty—Senators Michael Kinney, An- 
thony M. Webbe, Clyde Wagner, 
Edward J. Hogan and Joseph A.

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Players Deferred for War Wo rk Subject to Draft on Quitting Jobs 


Others May 
Be Drafted 


In or Out 
Of Game 


WASHINGTON, April 5 (AP).— 
The War Department said today 
that any baseball player “holding 
a deferment” for working in. es- 
sential industry is subject to im- 
mediate induction if he leaves 


that job. 

Regardless of what his physical 
condition may be, he probably 
would be inducted, it was pointed 
out. 

However, players in war plants 
without deferments are subject to 
only the normal draft procedure, 
based mainly on physical exami- 
nations, if they return to baseball. 

The War Department made that 
explanation today in answer to 
inquiries regarding its attitude 
toward professional athletes who 
leave war work to resume their 
sport. 

Some baseball people feel that 
players are being reclassified and 
inducted in increasing numbers. 

“The nub of the situation for a 
ball player is whether he has been 
deferred on the basis of working 
in essential industry,” a War De- 
partment person said. 

“We are still operating under a 
months-old directive by James F. 
Byrnes, then War Mobilizer, that 
anybody leaving a job for which 
he was deferred shall be picked 
up immediately,” he added. 

Selective Service said there has 
been no recent change in its policy 
or attitude toward professional 
athletes, and that “no drive is on” 
to round them up. 

It was suggested that ball play- 
ers go to their local draft boards 
for determination of this status 
before leaving war jobs for the 
diamond. What happens then, in 
most instances, will depend largely 
on local conditions. 

The War Manpower Commission 
recently said that ball players may 
leave war jobs and return to their 
“principal business,” baseball, 
without going through WMC's re- 
ferral program. The War Depart- 
ment and Selective Service said 
WMC's action has no connection 


with their phase of the war effort.

ASE F-210: Herman B., aged 35, has long been a reader 
(< this column. “At the suggestion of my parish priest, 

I recently investigated 15 couples whose first child was 
born from six to eight months after the issuance of a marriage 
license,” he began. 

“Obviously, I had to do quite a bit of investigating to find 
15 couples who still lived in this small city, for these marriage 
licenses were issued about 25 yeams ago. Of the 15 couples 
who.apparently indulged in illicit sexual relations prior to 
marriage, four couples never did get married. Seven got di- 
vorces, »o only four are still married to their original mates. 
We can probably consider them happy marriages, therefore, 
since they have stood the test of time. 

“But 11 out of 15, or more than 70 per cent of such couples, 
did not find marital happiness. Maybe these data will be of 
interest to readers during the present period of increasing 
juvenile delinquency.”

DIAGNOSIS: In time of war there is always a serious 
breakdown in morality. These 15 couples cited by Herman 
are products of the moral decadence following World War I. 

Morality simply refers to that which does the most good 
for the most people for the longest period of time. Young 
people should logically analyze their deportment in the light 
of this yardstick. You cannot expect safely to defy the law 
of gravity, just because of the confusion of war. Nor dare 
you think you can escape the inexorable consequences of im- 
morality, just because of wartime confusion.

Chicken Soup, Ideal 
For Spring Meals 


As spring returns, some of the 
dishes we have found so pleasant 
and sustaining during the winter 
months lose much of their appeal.
